London, Sept. 15.—All indications »re that the battle of the 


Marne, which began the retreat of the German forces, is to be 
followed by the battle of the Aisne, which may turn the retreat 
into a rout unless the Germans are able to maintain the strong- 
ly entrenched position which it is understood they have pre- 
pared along the banks of the Aisne, near Rethel. 


The German right, the official dispatches state, is in a con- 


dition of disorderly flight before the allies. But the course of 
their retreat, in which they are repulsed, abandoning things 
that might impede their speed, lies between the Aisne and the 
Oise, so that they are drawing nearer to the main army of the 
center, under Gen. von Buelow, which is retiring from Rheims 
toward Rethel and the Aisne. 


On the left of von Buelow's army is the force under the per- 


sonal command of the German Crown Prince. The latter has 
moved his headquarters from St. Menehould twenty miles 
north and west to Montfaucon, and his army has been turned 
on its left so that it is now reported north of Triaucourt and 
falling back on St. Menehould. 


A study of the map will show that all these retiring move- 


ments tend to bring the three armies into closer communica- 
tion and there can be hardly any doubt that this is the aim and 
object of the German general staff, for in this way alone can 
they hope to offer a solid front to the enemy. 


They must make a stand somewhere. Their retreat is not 


like that of the allies, a preconceived and carefully carried out 
movement. 
Their lines of communication are everywhere 


ireatened, and the news from Belgium of renewed activity by 
ic Antwerp army, reinforced—as is unofficially reported, 
lough officially denied—by a strong body of Russian troops 
nd British marines, makes it necessary to endeavor to halt the 
ursuit of the allies before the Germans are driven back into 
elgian territory.

An Exploded Theory. 


The one theory that has been effectually exploded by the 


European war is that preparedness for war is a guaranty of 
peace. That doctrine has been preached in this country for 
years by those who have insisted on abcontinuous and radical 
enlargement of the navy, and the nations of the Old World 
have been.increasing their armies and navies to the full extent 
of-their ability. While a desire, for peace has been professed 
on every hand the work of preparing for war has gone stead- 
ily .forward until war has come in all its horror. All attempts 
to point out any adequate cause are futile. 
It has come like a 


fire-from sppntaneoiis combustion. 
f A' writer in Christian Work in commenting on the situation 
says the blame for the war can be laid on no one man or nation, 
but that every man and every nation that has espoused the 
cause of increasing armaments is responsible. The writer de- 
clares that there is no hope of permanent peace in Europe 
under this bristling armament, anymore than there would be 
reason to expect peace in the public streets if every man went 
armed to the teeth. Where tools are within reach they are apt 
to be used, especially if some of them are new inventions that 
have never been "tried out.1" 
' 


There is no doubt that the work of arming can be carried to 


the danger point and that nations that really desire peace and 
hope to maintain it should go .slower along this line. 
The 


world has not reached a state'of perfection which would war- 
rant a nation in assuming an entirely defenseless position, but 
this interminable arming is not consistent with the professed 
desire for peace, and that it,does not insure peace is all too 
painfully evident today. : 


It is all very pitiful. It would seem that the civilization at- 


tained by the leading nations of the world should have evolved 
a better remedy than war for the differences of nations. When 
the Mexican trouble war at the front a great deal was said 
ahoiit the ignorance of the people there, which was held largely 
responsible for their troubles, but before these were settled the 
most enlightened nations of the world were plunged into a far 
more devastating war. The important fact is that heavy arma- 
ments are not a preventive of war, and that nations intent 
upon peace will have to seek it through some bthcr channel. 


A son of Rutherford B. Hayes, who served one term as 


president of the United States," has gone abroad to see what 
he may of the war. The announcement carries the mind back 
to the time of Mr. Hajes' election under circumstances which 
might have led to serious trouble in this country if cool heads 
had not prevailed. And the coolest of the cool was Samuel J. 
Tilden of New York, the defeated candidate. 


The people of this country are sharply on the lookout for 


any business that may come along as the result of the war. 
The silk manufacturers are anticipating a boom in their busi- 
ness because of the closing of the silk mills on the continent, 


• and some go so far as to predict that New York will supersede 
' Paris as the fashion center of the world. 
But that is not a 


matter of so much account. 


The Turkish ambassador at Washington has at least estab- 


lished a reputation, as a man of plain speech. Under ordinary 
conditions such a statement as he made would have created a 
hub-bub, but it is now considered the part of wisdom to ignore 
it and allow the incident to be closed, and that is probably the 
better way, all things considered.
